THE AIKIN LAW IN BRIEF. 


The Alken bill is simply an amendment to what is known 


as the Dow law. and increases the tax on the business of traf- 
ficking in intoxicating liquors from $350 to fl.OOO per annum. 
It goes into effect immediately, but will not become operative 
until the fourth Monday in May, as all present Dow taxes are 
paid tip to that lime. 


If a business is commenced in any year after the 
fourth 


Monday in May the assessment shall be proportionate in amount 
to the remainder of the assessment, but It shall not be less than 
¥200, payable on the date of such commencement. On the oth- 
er hand, if a person engaged In the business shall discontinue, a 
proportionate amount shall be retained, but in no case shall it 
be less than the same amount 


Each railway corporation selling liquor In dining ears that 


owns not to exceed 200 miles of line in the state is to be assess- 
ed $1.000, and for an amount of milage over 200 miles it shall 
^be ?1.500. It any dealer refuses to furnish the requisite in- 
'formation demanded by an Assessor upon a verification by him, 
and upon "his return of the facts, the assessment is to be $1,500. 
And if any such assessment is not paid when due the •penalty 
shall be 20 per cent.

to $1.000 a year. The bill had pre- 
viously been passed by the house, and 


will become a law if signed by the

Under the provisions of the Alkin 


bill the tax is placed at ?1,0QO a year 
for a saloon, $1,000 a year for buffet 
cars of any railroad not having in ex- 
cess of 200 miles of track within the 
state; $1,500 for buffet care of a rail- 
road having more than 300 miles of 
track in the state, and a penalty of 50 
per cent where such railroad fails to 
pay an assessment when due. Where 
«ny person keeping a saloon falls to 
pay an assessment whan due, the pen- 
alty shall be 20 per cent addition; and 
where any saloon keeper refuses to 
furnish information required by the 
•uditor relative to his place of busi- 
ness, the tax shall be fixed at $1,5GG. 
Where one has paid the tax of $1,000 
and desires to quit the business with- 
in the yemr following bo shall be re- 
funded an amount proportionate to the 
unescpired portion ot the year for 
which he has paid the tax, but la so 
case shall the amount of tax retained 
by the county be less than $200. Set- 
tlements shall be made on the fourth.
